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ELLSWORTH SAYS

Bales Tax Pictured as Fair 
Means of Paying for 
Government 





“A single tax would make taxes 
far higher than lands’ maximum 
yearly earning power,” Von T. 
Elisworth, California Farm Bu- 
reau leader, declared in an address 
in Chaffey junior college auditor- 
jum last night. ‘Repeal of the 
sales tax and income tax—which 
now annually net to the state $30,- 
000,000—would put all the burden 
of taxation on land owners.” 

Mr. Ellsworth appeared as the 
first speaker in the campaign here 
to defeat on the November bal- 
Jot a measure that would substi- 
tute the single tax for the sales 
tax. 

The speaker warned that repeal 
of the sales tax would endanger 
gasoline taxes, beverage taxes, 
highway taxes and many other im- 
portant taxation measures. 
Elisworth presented a scholarly 
analysis of the state’s taxation 
system and emphatically empha- 
sized that property owners would
